AJIf UNTRUE. AND DAMAGING 
■ STA TEMENT A ISO UT. SIR JOHN 
MACDONALD. 

Presumption, egotism ami impu- 
denco arc the proviuling cluiractcriHtics 
of yesterday's leading article in tliu 
Standard. .' We were prepared for 
much of that sort of thing from tlmt 
source, but scarcely expected to find it 
BO soon nftor au election contest, from 
■which its owner and editor (see Jlr. 
McMillan's able letters) may bo said 
to have gained au inglorious victory by 
the skin of his tcetli. It were bad 
enough to try and ])laco Sir John 
IkLvcDOXALD under obligations to ii 
local ring for a seat in the House 
of Commons, without consulting the 
people; but it is worse to claim 
that Sir Joun jNIacdoxalu — a states- 
man of 40 years' standing, a consummate 
politician, and former and present pre- 
mier of the Dominion, is so unconver- 
sant with the details of the railway and 
drydock schemes that lie must neeils 
seek an advice from the gentleman 
whom Sir John lias just headed by 
votes at tlio jioll. Wlien an election 
contest is once closed, it is un])rotitable 
to the piililic to continue to lire hot 
sliot tinough till) columns of the 
press — to light battles o'er again 
from one election to another, keep- 
ing the jiublic nund unsettled by 
constant reforenco to issues and occur- 
rences which are best buried out of 
sight with the poll-books ; and we should 
not now be referring to liio events of 
the recent liardfought canvass were it 
not for the fact that our contemporary 
in yesterday's article has placed Sir 
John MacdoXald in a position which 
we feel sure Jie would least wish to oc- 
cupy — a position which, in tiie opinion 
of every Canadian east of the moun- 
tains, is nothing more nor less than 
rank treason to the Confederation. The 
portion of the article to wliich we take 
exception reads as follows: 

"Sir John A. Macdonald would never 
hare consented to represent this district 
had ho not been prepared to accord all 
that wo have asked — and his accoijling a 
scat for Victoria CARRIES WITH IT 
AN ENGAGEMENT TO SUPPORT 
THE RAILWAY POLICY OF THE 
PROVINCE. Sir John is therefore 
pledged at this moment to coimuenco rail- 
way construction before 1st May next cr 
advocate separation. " 
The person wlio penned that paragra[ih 
could not have had a clear idea of 
what his words conveyed, or perliajis 
he would have left them unsaid. 
Tlierc is nothing in Sir John's past 
career to justify so grave an insinua- 
tion against his loyalty anil attach- 
ment to the Dominion as is conveyed 
in the extract. During the election 
contest no word was uttered by any 
one who professed to rei>re.sent Sir 
JoHX wiiicli could ho construi:d into 
implying timt because Victoria had 
tendered Sir Joun a seat, therefore he 
was expected to endorse the treasonable 
acts of the legislature, or tliat lie was 
"pledged to coniincnce railway con- 
struction before the 1st of May 
or advocate separation." So far 
from such being the ease, we 
feel sure that had such a pledge 
been presented Sir John for his 
endorsement that he would have 
spurned both the pledge and the man 
who offered it. Sir Jonx Macdonald 
was elected for Victoria City, not to 
"advocate separation," but because he 
is regarded as a friend of the Province, 
and it is believed that he will strain 
every point consistent witli the 
honor and credit of the Dominion and 
the safety of his Ministry to discharge 
the treaty obligations of C'an.'ida with 
this Province. It is believed that lie 
will keep faith, as far as possible, w ith 
the Province he was so largely 
instrumental in confederating. Such, 
as wo and nine-tenths of the peo- 
ple of Victoria understand it i.s 
the reason that Sir John ^Macdonald 
sits to-day as an unpledged member 
for Victoria. His reputation is nation- 
al. His duty and obligations are na- 
tional. When he took the oath of office 
he was as solemnly jjledged to preserve 
the national honor intact as he was to 
maintain the union of tlie Provinces 
unimpaired. To assert that he is | 
" pledged to advocate Separation," or 
that in consenting to stand for this Dis- 
trict he necessarily swallowed the se- 
cession policy of the local Government 
is to disseminate an untruth wliich un- 
less immediately eontradictetl must da- 
mage the new Ministry incalculably in 
the Eastern Provinces. There should 
be no mistake on this head. The 
Standard, arrogating to itself the 
right to speak for Sir Jon.v A. 
ilACDONALD has placed him in a 
jiosition which, least of all, he would 
desire to occui)y — and one which no 
true friend of Jiritish Columbia would 
wish to see him occupy. The article 
will, of course, be quoted at the East 
by the enemies of the new Governmont 
as evidence that before Sir John IMac- 
DONALD was enabled to secure a seat in 
Parliament ho was forced to pledge 
himself to advocate the dismembi>r- 
ment of the emiiiro 1 Wo can imagine 
no statement that could liave been more 
damaging than this. Had it come from 
a political enemy of the Knight of 
Kingston, it would have been bad 
enough ; but having emanated from a 
professed friend (.save the mark!) its 
injurious cftccta would be incalcu- 
lable at the East, if we did not — 
as we now do — stamp it as n gratuitous 
calumny for which there is not the 
slightest excuse. Sir John stood for 
Victoria on his national reputation, 
and was elected because of the prevail- 
ing belief that ho will ilo justice to the 
Province. No pledge of any sort was 
exacted or even asked from Sir John 
at aoy time.

hhiglishnian who kills a tiger. Tho i 
dostriiction of the.so felines is looked 
upon by certain clas.ses as au act of sa- 
crilege, certain to bo visited with fear- ! 
ful punishments on the village conniv- ^ 
ing at the act. -Mrtjor Probyn, how- , 
(!ver, having particularly rid tin' d ist rict 
of the presence of these unwelcome vis 
itora, has earned the gi-atitude of the I 
inhabitants, and recently, when there 
was talk of his leaving the neighbor- j 
hood, they memorialized the (.lo\'ernor 
of Bombay not to I'emovo hini. Doulit- ; 
less there are other districts in India ; 
where his presence would be enually ' 
welcome to the people- if unwelcome j 
to the tiger.s. — Coloiiii-s i>j' IikIIh.
